Romantic Career of the Former 
Mrs. Mackin Recalled. 


FORTUNE AS HER PORTION. 


A new chapter in the romantic life history 
of Martha Byrne-Mackin-Ruddy was opened 
on Sunday morning when the widow of Wat- 
son Ruddy, who former had been the wid- 
ow of Millionaire Thomas Mackin, was mar- 
ried in the Cathedral of the Holy Name to 
James Ruddy, the brother of her last former 
husband. “ 

It was a quiet wedding, witnessed only by 
two or three intimate friends, perhaps be- 
cause Watson Ruddy’s death occurred June 
4 last, but it reopens the interesting history 
of an interesting woman, who left her little 
public-house at Warren Point, Ireland, in 
1893 to come to Chicago and marry a mil- 
lfonaire. . 

Warren Point is a watering place on Car- 


Ungtord Bay, County Down, not far from 


the City of Newry. Thomas Mackin was 
born near Newry. After he had amassed a 
fortune in the new world he used to go back 
every two or three years and visit the scenes 
of his childhood. It was at Warren Point, 
on one of these visits, that Mr. Mackin, then 
for some years a widower, first met Martha 
Byrne. She was then a comely girl, the 
proprietress of a small tavern, where she 
officiated als as her own barmaid. 

This was where and how the story had its 
beginning. In the spring of 1893 Miss Byrne 
came to America, arriving in Chicago on the 
Tuesday before Ash Wednesday. She was 
received at the home of Mr. Mackin, 251 
Lake View avenue, ostensibly as a guest. 
Neither of Mr. Mackin’s children knew she 
was their father’s intended wife. The rules 
of the couple’s religion would not permit 
them to marry during Lent, so a license was 
secured and a marriage performed by Jus- 
tice Murphy on Ash Wednesday, the day 
after Miss Byrne’s arrival in Chicago. 


Wedding Followed by Mackin’s Death. 

Still she remained in the house of her 
husband, ostensibly as his guest, and a 
short time later he left for a trip to Hot 
Springs, Ark. After he had been gone for 
some time his wife went to New Orleans to 
visit her brother, Patrick Byrne, who still 
lives in that city. There Mr. Mackin 
joined her, and soon.after Daster they were 
married in accordance with the rites of 
the Catholic Church, the ceremony taking” 
place in St. Alphonso’s church, the Rev. 
Father Smith officiating. Then the children, 
John Mackin and his sister, Mrs. Philbin, 
since deceased, were informed of the cere- 
mony. On Nov. 16, 1893, a few months after 
the wedding, Thomas Mackin died at the 
age of 65 years. 

The heirs of the estate, which scheduled 
over a million dollars in real estate and 
included unknown sums in stocks anc bonds 


and other personal property. were not.a ware 
— their father had made a verbal agree- | 


ment with Miss Byrne before he married 

her to allow her $30,000 in lieu of any dower 

right in the estate, nor did they know this 

agreement had been reduced to writing after 
the marriage. Accordingly when Mrs. 

Mackin offered to relinquish all claim to the 
estate in consideration of $250,000 the heirs 
assented. 

Soon after the death of Mr. Mackin his 
widow began to receive attentions from Wat- 
son Ruddy, whom she had not known until 
after she came to America, and in June, 
1894, seven months after her former hus- 
band’s death, she became Mrs. Watson 
Ruddy. Subsequently, through Mr. Ruddy’s 
influence, the settlement agreed upon was 
contested by Mrs. Mackin-Ruddy in the 
courts, and it was not until during this 
litigation that the other Mackin heirs be- 


came aware of the existence of the $30,000 


settlement agreement. The document was 
then brought to light, and proved to be 
a post-nuptial ratification of an unte-nuptial 
verbal agreement, and was witnessed by 
Theodore Schintz, father of the Theodore 
Schintz recently convicted cf embezzlement 
in the Criminal Court. 


Again Becomes a Widow. 
The litigation dragged on for two years 
and on Oct. 22, 1896, Martha Ruddy was com- 
pelled by the Supreme Court of the State 
to. accept the $250,000 she had agreed to 
accept and relinquish all dower right in the 
estate. She has already been paid $100,000 
of this amount, and holds six notes for $25,000 


each, payable in January each year until 


1904. Not long after the litigation was set- 
tled Mrs. Ruddy was again a widow, Wat- 
son Ruddy having died in June, 1897. 

In the meantime the firm of Ruddy Broth- 
ers, well known among Western turfmen, 
had become proprietors of a saloon at 50 
Wells street, conveniently near their livery 
stable. After Watson Ruddy's death the 
firm name of Ruddy Brothers was retained, 
the members of the firm being James Ruddy 
and Martha Ruddy. Those who have Veen 
acquainted with the couple have conjectured 
for some months that a wedding would be 
the outcome of their association in business. 
They did not suppose, however, the wedding 
would take place before the expiration of 
a year after Watson Ruddy’s death. The 
laws of the church, also, require a special 
dispensation from Rome before one may 
marry a deceased wife's sister or a deceased 
husband's brother, and this also occasioned 
doubt as to the outcome. 


James a Successful Wooer. 

Mrs. Ruddy has been living for some time 
in apartments over her saloon at 50 Wells 
street, and since a short time after Watson 
Ruddy’s death has received marked atten- 
tions from James Ruddy. 

The saloon in Wells street bears no re- 
semblance, architecturally, to the modest 
tavern in Ireland where Martha Byrne, asa 
barmaid, first made the acquaintance of

Ruddy has found the new surroundings ap- 
parently as congenial as the old, and while 
the other heirs of the Mackin estate declare 
she secured finally $220,000 more than she 
was entitled to, she holds the notes and 
knows they will be paid as they fall due.

DISAVOWAL IS LOOKED FOR. 


Administration Circles Confident That 
Spain Will Yield in the De 
Lome Controversy. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—Up to a late 
hour tonight the State department had no 
additional word from Minister Woodford. 
While there had been an impression all day 
that a dispatch might be received at any 
hour the absence of a message was not 
looked upon as an indication of any change 
in the status of the incident, which is now 
constdered practically closed. As matters 
stand the only further action to be expected 
from Spain is a disavowal of the sentiments 
expressed by Dupuy de Lome concerning 
President MeKiniey, but this, if made, will 
come as a voluntary courtesy.

HUNGARIANS IN OPEN REVOLT. 


Murder a Local Magistrate and Engage 
in Fierce Conflict with the 


Troops. 


Vienna, Feb. 15.—The Agrarian Socialist 
movement in Hungary is becoming most 
serious. At Kistarkany, in the Kaschau 
district, a thousand peasants are in open re- 
volt. They have murdered the local mag- 
istrate and are holding the village against 
the troops sent to restore order. At Agrad, 
in the same district, in a desperate fight be- 
tween the gendarmes and the peasants, four 
were killed and twenty wounded.

ATTACK ON REPUBLICANISM. 


Review of the Situation by the Chair- 
men. 


UNITY OF ACTION IS DESIRED. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—The addresses 
on behalf of the Democratic, Populist, and 
Silver Republican parties, which are the re- 
suit of the conferences which have been in 
progress among the leaders of these parties 
at the Capitol for the last few weeks, were 
sued today.

The Democratic address is as follows: 

“To the People: The surrender of the Re- 
publican party to the advocates of the gold 
standard and monopoly is at last complete. 
The present administration, called to power 
upon the solemn pledge of the Republican 
national convention at St. Louis to promote 
bimetallism, has formulated and sent to 
Congress a bill, the leading purpose of 
which, the honorable Secretary of the 
Treasury avows; is to commit the country 
more thoroughly to the gold standard.

“ There are but two sides to this mighty 
and portentous conflict. All of those of what- 
ever party who favor the conspiracy of gold 
and monopoly, who favor industria] slavery 
widespread poverty, and national destruc- 
tion, should be on one side; and all of those 
of whatever party who oppose this deadly 
design, who love truth and right, who love 
their country, who love their homes and fire- 
sides, and who believe in the sacred princi- 
ples declared by Jefferson and reasserted by 
Jackson and Lincoln, should be on the other 
side. On this side we solidiy stand. ‘Then 
let us, maintaining at all times party integ- 
rity, invite the harmonious coéperation of 
all seeking the same end. The ominous 
dangers threatening the institutions of the 
republic make this the highest duty. The 
line of battle is clearly drawn. We cannot 
avoid the conflict if we would. Therefore 
let us appeal to ail citizens and to all organ- 
izations and parties that oppose this con- 
spiracy—that oppose a government of the 
trusts, by the trusts, and for the trusts; that 
oppose and will not submit to the despotism 
of sordid wealth—to come to the rescue.

Springfield, III., Feb. 18. t 
The joint conference committee on the 
revenue bill was in session the greater part 
of the day. Much of the time was devoted 
“to speechmaking. Two differences were set- 


tled. It was agreed in the first place to 


| the sagacity and wisdom of the men who 


operated them. A man who had genius and 
brains might make them go, whereas a doit 
or inattentive man could not. It was theré- 
fore a tax on ingenuity and ability. He 
said, moreover, that successful corporations 
of this character made a great -deal of 
money, and that this money was reinvested 
in taxable property, which paid its propor- 
tion of revenue into the State Treasury. 
He declared himself opposed to the amend- 
ment and called attention to the fact that 
he was one of the eleven Senators who voted 


test on the floor of the Senate. 

Senator Humphrey made two or three 
speeches in the course of the day, and in the 
course of one of them argued in favor of the 
amendment which he and Lundin got 
through the Senate. In the course of his re- 
marks Senator Humphrey said that the 
amendment would bring much more proper- 
ty on the tax books. He said THe CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, in its issue of Jan. 3, contained an 
article showing there were ten corporations 
in the State, eight of which were in Cook 
County, that escaped taxation altogether. 
Then the Senator said that the proprietor of 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE has refused $5,000,000 
for the paper in question, and that it was as- 
sessed at $80,000. He said the Times-Herald 
was bought for $1,000,000 and assessed at 
only $20,000. 

The Stoskopf amendment will be beaten in 
the committee. The House representation 
is opposed to it, and so are five out of the 


nine members from the Senate. Nor will

which is the same thing, the continued fall 


prices. must inevitably transfer the proper- 


ty of all those engaged in active business, 
the actual creators of wealth, whether by 
hand, brain, or capital, to those who, avoid- 
ing the risk and effort of active busi- 
ness, only draw interest. The increase of 
145 per cent in the value of money, caused 
by its increasing scarcity, from 1809 to 
1849, as admitted by leading advocates of 
the gold standard, found expression at 
that time in extremely low prices and condi- 
tions of unparalleled distress. The discovery 
‘of gold and silver in extraordinary quanti- 
ties, and the great increase in the volume 
of metallic money resulting therefrom, re- 
Weved this distress, and brought in its stead 
wonderful prosperity. Prices rose, business 
fourished, producers prospered, all were 
Nappy. Substantially this condition would 
lave continued if both the precious metals 
Wen allowed to remain in use as money, 
because they were being found in nearly 


suficent quantities to increase the volume 


ofmeiey in proportion to the developments 
Ofbusiness. A wicked conspiracy, however, 
deprived one of them of the money function. 
This was done with deliberate purpose of 
falsing the value of the cther by render- 
‘ing the supply of metallic money relatively 
scarcer as compared with the demand. From 
the hour of the consummation of this 
crime mankind has suffered commercial dis- 
aster and sotial distress in almost constantly 
increasing measure.

strike out of the House bill section 17, which 


is known as the inquisitorial provision. 
The section in question authorizes an As- 
sessor to summon witnesses to testify re- 
garding property which may not have been 
listed for taxation. It compels such wit- 
nesses to answer under oath and empowers 
county courts to enforce such answer. The 
proposition has not met with much favor 
here and has been regarded as one of the 
most offensive in the measure. This section 
will be eliminated in the House bill. 

The committee also agreed to fix April 1 
of each year as the day upon which taxes 
shall become a lien upon property. This 
was a concession made by we Senate, that 
body having made the date th f March. 
There was a great deal of talk relative to 
the manner of making assessments in Cook 
County, and this topic was referred to the 
members from Cook, with the understanding 
that they should confer upon the matter 
and make report of their conclusion to the 
Senate tomorrow. This is all the committee 
has actually accomplished. Many of the 
main points of difference remain to be dis- 
cussed. 

It is doubtful at this writing if the re- 
port be made in time for a sine die ad- 
journment this week. A Republican joint 
caucus has been called tomorrow to con- 
sider the point of adjournment. Some of the 
more enthusiastic Republicans think they 
will get through this week, an opinion not 
shared in by some of the older members. 
There is a marked diversity of opinion as 
regards the basis of assessment. The House 
members insist that property shall be as- 
sessed at its full cash value. The Senators 
seem to favor an assessment on the basis of 
8 of the fair cash value. 

he question that makes the great 
wrangle before the committe is the ose — 
Stoskopf amendment, concerning which 80 
much has been written. While this matter 
was discussed up and down today for all 
it is worth, no definite action was taken 
thereon. The members of the committee 
from the House, with the possible exception 
of Allen of .Vermilion, will not stand for 
the amendment for a minute. The Senators 
are divided. Even MeLauchlan, a Demo- 
crat on the committee, denounces the 
amendment and says he cannot support it. 
Some pretty strong speeches were made 
against it today in the committee meeting. 
Some who have been pushing the amend. 
ment do not hesitate to say in private con- 
versation that they want to burn up the 
newspapers, and would if they dared change 
the amendment so as to make it apply to 
newspapers alone. Laub of Cook defended 
the newspapers in a committee meeting 
this afternoon, boldly that he had 
no favors to ask of the press, and that he 
certainly received none. He was firmly of 
the opinion that the Chicago papers repre- 
sented truthfully the sentiment of the pub- 
lic on matters of note. Senator Baxter 
made a speech. He voiced a new idea as 
regards the amendment in questio He 
said it was a-species of double taxation, be- 
cause corporations of the character men- 
tioned in the statutes derived no special

He thought everybody 
ought to be taxed alike. John V. Farwell of 
Chicago made a little address to the com- 
mittee, in which he favors the abolition of 
the Township Assessor in the City of Chica- 
go. He expressed a belief that better results 
would be attained if the assessment be made 
upon a percentage of the fair cash value 
than upon the entire cash value. Mr. Far- 
well wanted the committee to take up the 
Rowe measure and agree upon it as a con- 
ference report. Senator Dunlap, who pre- 
sided, however, said this could not be done, 
inasmuch as the measure was not the sub- 
ject of a disagreement. 


Rowe Bill Prospects. 

There is a great deal of talk about the 
Rowe bill tonight. At the session late in 
the afternoon the measure was taken up 
and whirled into third reading. Then an 
effort was made to make it a special order. 
No quorum voted on this, and the House 
adjourned. The Democrats say they are 
ready to vote for the Rowe bill, and if it be 
enrolled and engrossed in time the chances 
are it will go to the Senate. Rowe amended 
it today so as to limit its operations in Coola 
County. The amendment which does this 
says the bill shall only apply to cities hav- 
ing within their boundaries three or more 
townships. If there be any serious dis- 
agreement over the measure now in confer- 
ence the Rowe bill can have but a fair 
chance of becoming a law. say 

The McGinnis telephone bill was again 
amended this afternoon so as to make it 


apply to Cook County. Telephones having a 


slot machine attachment are to be taxed 
$25 per annum. The bill provides that ordi- 
nary telephones of a less rental than $50 
per annum shall not be taxed atall. Ordi- 
nary telephones of a rental of more than 
$50 per annum are to be taxed $10 per year. 
The bill eomes up on third reading as a spe- 
cial order tomorrow morning. 
Senator Dwyer said tonight that he pro- 
posed getting the police commission bill out 
of committee tomorrow and starting it on 
its way to the Senate. While Governor 
Tanner is on record as having said he wants 
the Legislature out of town as quick as 
possible, it is now believed he may want 
to use the Republican Central committee 
next week to help him get the police bill 
through. 
The caucus of Republican members from 
Cook County did not materialize tonight, 
for the very good reason that a number of 
legislators did not show up at all. Nothing 
was done beyond an adjournment until to- 
morrow, when the meeting will be held. The 
general opinion seems to be that the Cook 
County members will in the main favor a 
board of. five Assessors with a Board of Re- 
view consisting of three members. 
Nearly all of the officers and trustees of 
the State institutions in southern Illinois 
are here tonight, together with quite a num- 
ber of nrominent Republicans who are with

TEST OF THE COLLEGE TEAMS. 


summer, 


Coming Meet at Tattersall’s Will Give 


a Line on the Western Intercol- 
legiate Candidates. 


Interest in the intercollegiate track and 
gymnastic meet that is to occupy the boards 
at Tattersall’s the evening following the 
minor meet is increasing. Wisconsin, 
Northwestern, and Notre Dame have 
‘promised to be represented by their best 
athletes, and dispatches from Champaign 
indicate à similar intention on the part of 
the University of Illinois. 

Besides these colleges that have already 
been heard from, it is confidently expected 
that Michigan and one or two other colleges 
will send men to Chicago on the night of 
March 5. Minnesota will be represented in 
the gymnastic events, but will not compete 
for track honors. 

The track men of the Western pniversities 
are looking to this meet to give some indi- 
cation of the relative strength of the track 
teams of the colleges of the Western Inter- 
‘collegiate association. It is generally con- 
ceded that Wisconsin is weaker this year 
on the track than for several years, and 
just what can be expected of it in the spring 
can be predicted with some degree of ac- . 
curacy after the indoor meet. 

Wisconsin still has Maybury for the 
dashes, and some splendid racing is expected 
on the 5th, when he and Burroughs of Chi- 
cago meet in the 76 and 220 yard dashes. 
At the Western Intercoliegiate meet last 
Spring Burroughs led the fleet Badger past 
the 75-yard line; and athletes are wondering 
if he will be able to do it again. 
Unfortunately Burroughs is not in the best 
of condition, while Maybury is understood 
to have kept in rather good*training. Bur- 
re ughs has done little work since last spring. 
and has neglected his training this winter 
until the last few days. He is plainly out 
of condition, his muscles being hard and 
stiff, and Stagg rather despairs of getting 
him in the best shape for the coming meets. 


A number of the members of the track 
team of the University of Chicago are criti- 
cising Stagg for what they consider undue 
deference to the wishes of the Northwestern 
University in the matter 6f the schedule 
for the track meet next Saturday afternoon 
between these two institutions. They blame 
the Chicago coach for agreeing to strike cer- 
tain ¢vents from the schedule in which 
Northwestern was plginly weak, while at 
the same time allowing others to remain in 
which the home institution is altogether as 
deficient. 

At the request of the Evanston school 
Stage agreed to omit the mile run and half- 
milk walk, events in which the Chicago 
athletes considered themselves strong 
enough to carry Off most of the points. At 
the same time he allowed to remain the 
high jump and shot put, in which Chicago’s 
chances are almost nil. 

This concession to the wishes of North- 
western, together with Burroughs out of 
form, makes the Chicago athletes anxious 
as to the outcome of a meet in which they 
thought they would have things mostly their 
own way. 

Stagg is training down his mile men, of 
whom he has an unlimited number, to the 
half, and is trying in every way to strength- 
en weak points of his team. He has been 
holding trial events all week so far and will 
continue to hold them for the rest of the 
week, before determining whom he will en- 
ter for the different events. He thinks the 
meet will be a close one, as the result of 
the concessions he made to Northwestern, 
but he will impress upon his athletes the 
necessity of carrying off the majority of 
the points, | 

In addition to the scheduled intercollegiate 
events for Saturday afternoon there will be 
a 1,000-yards walk for the men at the Mid- 
way who have been training for that event. 
There are half a dozen men in this event at 
present, and they are all about equal in 
ability. 


Tugs of war and wrestling have been 
added by Professor Stagg of the University 
of Chicago to the list of events for the inter- 
academic and inter high school track meet 
and athletic carnival scheduled for the 
afternoon of March 5 at Tattersall's. 

The tugs of war will be between teams of 
five in number, and in order to doaway-with 
the intense strain and hardship usually ac- 
companying these events, the teams will 
remain in a stand position instead of 
using cleats. The floor will be resined, so as 
to give firm foothold. 

There will probably be only two classes 
of wrestling for the “preps” and high 
school students. Stagg is of the opinion a 
heavy weight class would suffer from lack 
of competitors, and for this reason only 
middie and light weight wrestling events 
will be offered. | 


A number of the high and preparatory 
schools have availed themselvese of the 
permission given by Stagg for the use of 
the university gymnasium every evening 
from now until the meet by those schools 
that intend to enter teams on that occasion. 
Englewood, Hyde Park, South Division, 
South Side Academy, and Princeton-Yale 
|} school have men in active training in the 
| Midway gym.“ These schools, with the 
addition of Morgan Park academy, the 
University school, and Kenwood prepar- 
atory, have already unofficially declared 
their intention of entering men for the 
meet, and acceptances from others are ex- 
pected dally.

‘COLORS WERE FAMOUS. 


Report Revived That Anson Is to 
Be Chief of Umpires. 


VON DER AHE FREED TODAY. 


Those famous white stockings are to go. 

From the time that the yell of the bleach- 
erite reéchoeth back to the contrary of the 
umpire’s decision these colors have been a 
distinguishing feature of the Chicago club.

The first part of the evening the guests 
spent in conversation, and then it was ex- 
pected that at half-past 8 there would be a 
vocal and an instrumental solo and a little 
talk of fifteen or twenty minutes by the 
Japanese Consul, after which the luncheon 
would be served, and there would be more 
music and conversation. The committee 
did not make clear to the Consul the pre- 
cise nature of the entertainment, and Mr. 
Nosse talked right on past the usual hour 
for luncheon. | 


Episode of the Open Door. 


The Consul did not begin until ten or fif- 
teen minutes past 8:30, and by 9 o'clock had 
only begun to build Japan up out of a sub- 
merged mountain. The whiff of tiie boiling 
chocolate came through the door at 
this juncture and almost dragged a 
small boy out of his chair, but 
the Consul told of the condition of 
affairs at the conclusion of the third 
dynasty, and the congregation forgot about 
the luncheon until two boys who had slipped 
into the room immediately behind the speak- 
ers’ platform silently shoved up the doors 
that separated the two rooms and disclosed 
three tables loaded down with cakes, sand- 
wiches, pies, and cold chicken. 

The congregation moved uneasily, but tne 
Consul, who knew nothing of the promised 
land behind him and did not understand that 
he was impersonating a Red Sea that would 
not divide and let the hosts cross over, went 
on with his lecture. 


Applause and the Supper. 


Up in the gallery four or five of the audi- 
ence were seized with the idea that long 
and continued applause would end the lec- 
ture and cause the gayeties of the sociable 
to prevail again. The Consul, however, ap- 
peared much flattered by the applause and 
continued his discourse. 

After two hours and fifteen minutes Mr. 
Norse, who had purposed all along to talk 
only the ordinary lecture limit, concluded 
his address. Then the big doors were 
hurriedly raised and willing hands had car- 
ried in the supper tables before the Consul 
had left the platform. The Consul said 
after the address that he was prepared fora 
lecture only. 

His address was most interesting and his 
auditors decided finally that they could af- 
ford to waive the rule about informal talks 
of ten or fifteen minutes if they could have 
as instructive an address as that delivered 
by the Japanese Consul. 


FINDING NEVADA WRECKAGE. 


More Evidence That the Alaska Steam- 
er Has Gone to the Bottom 
of the Sea. 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. 15.—No further news 
has been received concerning the reported 
loss of the Clara Nevada in Alaskan 
waters. Owing to the many conflicting 
rumors hopes for its safety have not yet 
been abandoned. On account of the remote- 
ness of the scéne of the reported disaster it 
is impossible to get anything authentic. 
Unless some unexpected steamer arrives 
no definite news is expected before next 
Thursday. 

The latest report was the one brought 
down by the steamer Excelsior, which ar- 
rived today. Captain Donnellson said that 
just before he left Juneau the steamer Cole- 
man arrived and reported that wreckage 
and bedding marked “‘ Hasslerr”’ had been 
washed ashore at Seward. He said: “ The 
Clara Nevada was formerly a government 
vessel known as the Hassler, and I have no 
doubt that it is at the bottom of the sea, at 
least so much of it as was not burned, for 
the Seward peo report having seen a 
blazing vessel on the water.“ 

Portland, Ore., Feb. 5.—[{Special. }—Com- 
panies G and H, Fourteenth Infantry, num- 
bering 125 officers and men, left Vancouver 
Barracks. today, en route to Skaguay, via 
Tacoma. This is the first detachment to go 
north for the purpose of maintaining law 
and order at the head of Lynn Canal.

Montreal, Que., Feb. 15.—C. H. Wilkin- 
son, representing the British Yukon com- 
pany, says the construction of a‘ railroad 
through the White Pass, from the head of 
Lynn Canal to Lake Bennett, will be begun 
immediately by his company. The road, 
which will be forty-five miles in length, will 
be completed within ninety days of the be- 
ginning of work. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 15.—The prop- 
erty of the Royal Consolidated Mining com- 
pany, located near Copperopolis, Calaveras 
County, has been sold to an English syn- 
dicate represented by J. C. Kemp Vance of 
London. The price paid was $400,000. The 
ore, which is low grade, is said to assay 
about $10 to the ton. 


LAW STUDENTS GAIN A POINT. 


Supreme Court of Illinois Modifies Its 
Rule Requiring a High School 
* Education. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 18.—[Speclal.I— The 
Supreme Court has modified section 5 of rule 
39, relating to the preliminary qualifications 
of applicants for admission to the bar. The 
rule, which was adopted by the court last 
November, stipulated that all applicants 
should possess at least a high school educa- 
tion, and should have received instruc- 
tions equivaient to that of a graduate of 
a high school. The provision which amends 
is as follows: 

Provided that no applicant for admission 
to the bar, who entered’ upon his regular 
course of study before the adoption of the 
rule and who shall have prosecuted the 
Same continously until the making of his 
application, shall be subjected to any test 
as to his preliminary general education.”

SUES HOYT FOR BIG DAMAGES. 


EG Bates Sues the Boston Playwright 
for $10,000 After Being Called Hard 
Names in Public. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 15.—[Special.]—When 
Charles H. Hoyt, playwright and manager, 
put on 4 Contented Woman,” he intro- 
duced a song entitled Daisy Stokes,” 
which he owned and which was subsequently 
published by E. G. Bates and one Bendix 
in violation of Hoyt’s rights. Bates was at 
that time a member of the orchestra at the 
Park Theater and his action in regard to 
the publication of the song led to a little 
Scene in the cellar of the Park Theater on 
the evening of Jan. 24, 1896, when Hoyt 
feprimanded him severely.

Singing at the Sunday school. The citizens 
of Oak Park, where he has lived for the last 
eight years, were greatly shocked by his 
arrest. 

In a little over a year Moody has lost the 

900. He had but $265 left when the ex- 
posure came, and this he turned over to 
Mr. Dunlop. He owed the discovery ot his 
shortage to illness. As a result o worry 
he took to his bed over a month ago. When 
Dr. Roberts, his physician, told him he 
could not get well he at.once made a con- 
fession to the doctor that he had taken a 
large amount of money from his employers. 
As soon as the confession was made he be- 
gan to grow better, and Dr. Roberts re- 
peated to Mr. Dunlop what had been told 
him, An expert went over the books of 
the association and found the confession 
Was true. 
Lost on Board of Trade. 

Moody declared to the firm that he had 
lost all the money on the Board of Trade, 
and that it had gone in unfortunate deals, 
perhaps into the bank account of Joseph 
Leiter. Some developments since the dis- 
covery was made lead the firm to fear that 
some of the money went in fast living. 

For many days after the confession and 


not get well, and his arrest was delayed 
until his recovery. His convalescence has 
been slow, and his arrest has been postponed 
in consequence. Intimate friends who real- 
ized the disgrace before him almost hoped 
that he and his wife, both of whom have 
always been highly respected in Oak Park, 
might escape it by his death. fay 
The money was taken in tne repayment of 
loans to the association.

At that time Moody had 
spent many thousand dollars of the associa- 
tion’s money. Relying on the State Auditor, 
the firm had required no bond of their con- 
fidential man, and now has no recourse. 


Arrested at His Home. 

The arrest was made at Moody’s home in 
Oak Park yesterday afternoon. Constable 
White of Justice Underwood's court went 
to the suburb and found the embezzler with 
his wife. White motioned Moody to step 
outside the house and then read the warrant 
to him. Moody evinced no surprise when 
he learned of the charge. Returning to the 
house he donned his hat and overcoat and, 


telling his wife that he was going down- 


town on some business, he went with White 
to Justice Underwood's court. 

There he was told that he would be re- 
quiréd to furnish bonds to the amount of 
$5,000. He was unable to do this, and in de- 
fault was taken to the County Jail. He will 
be arraigned before Justice Underwood this 
morning. The prisoner declared last even- 
ing that he had no statement to make in re- 
gard to the charges against him. He said

Moody, who is 46 years of age, lived mod- 
estly at Oak Park, entirely within his in- 
come, 80. far as people knew. He did not 
even smoke, so abstemious was he in his 
personal habits. He gave much of his 
spare time to the affairs of his church, and 
apparently walked in the straight path of 
integrity. For five years he was employed 
by Dunlop Bros. In time he came to be

The committees were 
then polled, all the independents voting to 
make Mr. Armstrong their final choice in 
consideration of the Republican pledge.

CLASH OVER KANSAS PACIFIC. 


Passage of the Harris Resolution by the 
Senate Calling on the Government 
for Information. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—A resolution 
of inquiry offered yesterday by Mr. Harris 
of Kansas precipitated a spirited discussion 
of the Pacific railroad question in the Sen- 
ate today. 

It was hoped, Mr. Harris said, thar the 
government would get the full value of 
the debt due from the Kansas Pacific branch. 
In case the Reorganization committee 
should decline to pay the full amount due— 
about $13,000,000—it was the understanding 
that the government would redeem the first 
mortgage bonds and have the road operated 
by a receiver. A competent receiver would 
show the value of the property, which Mr. 
Harris believed was quite $30,000,000. The 
Reorganization committee had evidently 
succeeded in obtaining from the Attorney 
General such concessions as had been out- 
lined in press dispatches and the govern- 
ment is to stand idly by and see the enor- 
mous sum of $6,700,000 of interest sacri- 


ficed. 
President McKinley’s View. 


Mr. Foraker [Ohio] discussed the situation 
as it had been viewed by the President. The 
President had asked Congress to give him 
authority to enter the sale of the Kansas 
Pacific as a bidder, but Congress had taken 
no uction. The final offer made by the Re- 
organization committee the President had 
evidently regarded as reasonably satisfac- 
tory. Senators might differ from the Fresi- 
dent as to the value of the property, but he 
had consulted many well-informed persons 
and felt that in receiving the full amount 
of the Kansas Pacific debt, less the interest, 
he was doing very well. 

The resolution was adopted. It is as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That the Attorney General is 
directed to inform the Senate if he has au- 
thorized the abandonment of any intention 
to redeem the first mortgage bonds issued by 


the Union Pacific railroad company eastern 


division, now the Kansas Pacific division of 
the Union Pacific railway, and to ask a 
postponement of the sale thereof and for 
the appointment of a receiver therefor in 
the interests of the government of the 
United States, and also if he has authorized 
an agreement by which said property is to 
be sold for the face value of the subsidy 
bonds, resulting in a loss to the government 
of the amount of $6,624,107, and if the goy- 
ernment has agreed not to be a bidder at said 


sale. 
Griggs’ Reply to Harris. 

Attorney General Griggs replied today to 
the Harris resolution. The Attorney Gen- 
eral says that.the government has already 
complied with the decree of the court en- 
titling it to become a bidder. If the sale was 
allowed to proceed upon the adjourned day, 
with no chance of a bid equal to the amount 
of the principal of the government’s debt, it 
would be incumbent upon him to bid in the 
property for the government. This would 
have been attended with difficulties, there- 
fore, which would be that the government 
was not authorized to operate the railroad 
in its own name or through its agencies, and 
serious Goubt existed as to whether the court 
would, after the sale, appoint and continue 
receivers for the mere purpose of operating 


the road on behalf ot the government. In 


conclusion he says: 


Answering specifically the questions con- 


tained in the resolution of the Senate, I 
would say that I have not authorized any 
agreement by which the property is to be 
sold for the face value of the subsidy bonds, 
nor has the government agreed not to be a 
bidder at thesale. The only agreement made 
was to discontinue the motion for postpone- 
ment of redemption and the appointment of 
a receiver, upon the guarantee that the min- 
imum bid by the Reorganization committee 
should be the principal of the government 
debt. The property will be sold at public 
sale in open competition to such party as 
may offer the highest bid, subject only to the 
stipulation obtained in open court on Satur- 
day last that the minimum bid will be 
$6,303,000, instead of $2,500,000, as formerly 
fixed by the court.“

THE LUNDIN-FARWELL “REVENGE” 
MEASURE. 

A dispatch in a morning paper states that 
Governor Tanner made the following re- 
ply to the question whether the Lundin 
amendment, taxing the capital stock of 
manufacturing and mining corporations 
and of newspapers, will be put in the rev- 
enue bill: | 


I understand that a majority of the committee 
is opposed to that amendment, It may be that 
the amendment will be amended so as only to 
include newspapers. The amendment was put in 
in the first place because some of the Senators 
wanted to reach the newspapers, but they Included 
manufacturing establishments and coal mines, 
and this raised a good dea! of opposition. 

This is a correct statement of the situa- 


tion. The Lundinites set out by including 


tion, so that their animus might not be 
too apparent. Now that the damage which 
would be inflicted on the manufacturing, 
agricultural, and transportation interests 
of the State by the double taxation of 
such corporations has become apparent 
they are preparing to throw off the mask 
and confine themselves to an attack on the 
newspapers. 

But are those men to be allowed to put 
the Republican party, as a whole, on record 
as being opposed to the liberty of the 
press? For what have the newspapers done 
to incur the vindictive hostility of Lundin 
and his allies? They have criticised public 
men and public measures. They have not 


law, for they have told the truth and 
nothing more. 

Will the Republican party of Illinois 
permit itself to be an instrument in the 
hands of angry men to punish criticisms 
whose truthfulness they ¢annot disprove? 
An amendment to the revenue law, which, 
while it left the capital stock of nu- 
facturing corporations exempt from taxa- 
tion—as it should be—miade the capital 
stock of newspapers taxable by the State 
Board of Equalization would not be a 
revenue amendment, for it would add lit- 
tle or nothing to the revenues of the State 
or its municipalities. It would be only a 
„revenge measure. The adoption of 
such an amendment would delight Senator 
Lundin. It would make him feel that he 
had gotten even with the Chicago papers 
which refused for excellent reasons to 
support him for City Clerk when he ran 
for that office last year. Tue TRIsuNne 
in particular advised Republicans to vote 
against him, and he was voted against 
with a degree of unanimity that showed 
its advice was heeded. 

Is it the desire of the Republican party 
in this State to take up Lundin’s quarrel 
and ‘punish papers that did not support 
him? If the Republican party is to be 
put in the attitude of attacking the liberty 
of the press, so much the worse for that 
party. The connection with it of men re- 
sponsible for such an attack will not pro- 
tect them from future criticism by Re- 
publicap or by Democratic papers. 

But the “ galled jades like Lundin are 
not the only ones who are behind this 
attempt to secure the taxation of the 
capital stock of papers. One of the 
“merchant princes of Chicago, who has 
a special grievance against the press and 
who was in politics at one time until the 
newspapers retired him to private life, has 
long been preaching up the beauties of 
that kind of taxation; Since Mr. C. B. 
Farwell ceased to be Senator in consequence 
of the criticisms of the press, he does not 
think newspapers pay as much as they 
“ought to.” Does he? | 

Under the law the fapital stock of the 
John V. Farwell company is valued and 
taxed by the State Board of Equalization. 
But how much does that company pay in 
the shape of taxes on account of capital 
stock? Its name does not appear in the 
list of corporations assessed by the State 
board. Therefore it would be well for 
stockholders in that corporation to see that 
it pays the taxes due by it under the law 
before they begin criticising the news- 
papers. Is Mr. C. B. Farwell merely a 
sign-board—pointing the way he does not 
take himself? Newspaper publishing is a 
certain kind of manufacturing. The news- 
papers pay taxes on all the tangible proper- 
ty they have. There is no more reason 
why they should be taxed on good will 
than there is why hotels or restaurants 
should pay on that basis. Newspapers pay 
at the same rate of taxation that other 
property-owners do. To make them pay 
a higher rate, while exempting other manu- 
facturers, would be vindictive and uncon- 
stitutional. It would be in violation of 
the great constitutional principle of 
equality of taxation. The newspapers 
would defend themselves in the courts and 
they would be successful there. Lundin

JAPAN’S RETENTION OF WEI-HAI-WEI 

Of all the states that are struggling to 
obtain a permanent foothold on the Chinese 
coast the claim of Japan, in accordance 
with established precedents usually recog- 
nized by nations, is the best. Three years 
ago Japan was engaged in an expensive 
war with its continental neighbor, and by 
a succession of masterly movements on the 
part of its courageous army and navy won 
a great victory, leaving it in possession of 
| considerable Chinese territory. Following 
the precedent established by Germany and 
recognized by western Europe at the close 
of the Franco-Prussian war, Japan de- 
manded and was granted indemnity for the 
expenses incurred in carrying on the war. 
After the terms had been agreed upon China 
consented that its successful rival should 
retain possession of certain Chinese terri- 
tory as a guaranty for a portion of the in- 
demnity, but as this came in conflict with 
Russia's plans for future possession, which 
it has already begun to carry into effect, 
that arrogant and overbearing power in- 
sisted upon a reduction of the Japanese 
claim and retirement from the territory in 
dispute, although the Chinese inhabitants 
had welcomed the change and desired that 
it shonld be permanent. 7 
“The result has shown that Russia's in- 
terference was not on account of any real

its hold upon the important port of Wei- 
Hai-Wei, which had, been retained as a 
guaranty for a part of the Chinese war 
indemnity, the little island empire has only 
imitated the example set by Russia and 
Germany, but with better reason than its 
E rivals, 

Tt ih true that China hed & right to re- 
deem the port by payment of the remainder 
of the indemnity, but this has not been 
done, and in order that it should be done it 
would no doubt be necessary for China to 
incur obligations to Russia or Great Britain 
that would be even more oppressive than it 
is already under to Japan. This may ac- 
count for Japan’s determination, taken with 
the consent of its debtor and neighboring 


power. 


There is good reason for believing, how- 
ever, that this may not be any more satis- 
factory to Russia than the original acquisi- 
tion of still larger territory on the Chinese 
coast, from which Japan was compelled to 
recede by the interference of Russia. The 
reason for this is that Wei-Hai-Wei lies 
over against Port Arthur, of which Russia 
hopes to gain permanent possession as a 
Pacific coast outlet for the Transsiberian 
railway. With Japan’s large and rapidly 
growing navy, permanent possession of 
Wei-Hai-Wei by the latter would be liable 
to become a menace to Russia’s expected 
domination on the Yellow Sea, and some 
new movement may now be necessary to 
make sure of the benefits anticipated from 
the acquisition of Port Arthur. In the end, 
therefore, it is possible that Japan—espe- 
cially it backed by England—may play a 
more important part in the solution of the 
Chinese problem than it has heretofore been 
credited with. 


18 IT PREPARING FOR ACTIONt 

Washington dispatches assert that, while 
President McKinley has been indisposed 
to place any obstacle in the way of the 
complete success of autonomy in Cuba, 
he has for some time past been in possession 
of conclusive evidence that the whole 
scheme is a failure. The tenor of the De 
Lome letter now tends to the conviction 
that—as many suspected at the outset— 
the autonomy scheme was never expected 
to be successful, but merely intended to 
gain time in the effort to suppress the 
insurrection by a continuance of the Wey- 
ler method of massacre and starvation. 
That this has not been pursued more vigor- 
ously appears to be due to the lack of 
an effective force to place in the field and 
anxiety to avoid furnishing further ground 
of intervention by the United States. 

The De Lome incident, however, while 
stripping the disguise from the Spanish 
game of duplicity, appears to have aroused 
Congress to a true conception of the situa- 
tion, although there is an evident desire 
to avoid misconception or unnecessary fric- 
tion such as might result from hasty or 
inconsiderate action. The adoption by 
both Houses on Monday last of resolutions 
calling upon the President and the State 
department for information in ‘reference 
to the present condition of affairs in Cuba, 
as reported by the United States Consuls 
and Consular agents, is regarded as in- 
dicating action of a positive and significant 
character at an early day. The resolution 
adopted in the House calls upon the Secre- 
tary of State, “if, in his opinion, not in- 
compatible with the public interest,” for 
information concerning—

The resolutions introduced by Senator 
Morgan of Alabama and adopted by the 
Senate are as follows: 

1. That the President is requested, if, in his 
opinion, it is not incompatible with the public 
service, to send to the Senate copies of the 
reports of the Consul General and of the Con- 
suls of the United States in Cuba, written or 
received since March 4, 1897, which relate to 
the state of war in that island, and the condition 
of the people there, or that he will send such 
parts of said reports as will inform the Senate 
as to these facts. | 

2. That the President inform the Senate whether 
any agent of a government in Cuba has been 
accredited to this government or tie President 
of the United States with authority to negotiate 
a treaty of reciprocity with the United States or 
any other diplomatic or commercial agreement 
with the United States; and whether such person 
has been recognized and received as the repre- 
sentative of such government in Cuba. 

The fact that action on these resolutions 
was taken simultaneously and that they 
were introduced after consultation by the 
members of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs is regarded as giving them a sig- 
nificante which they would not otherwise 
possess. In calling up the Senate resolu- 
tion Senator.Morgan significantly remarked 
that the information asked for will clear 
the atmosphere and prevent us from stum- 
bling or making any misstep in any con- 
sideration we may give the matter.” 

If this means that Congress is preparing 
to act in a positive and decisive manner on 
the Cuban question it will be widely ap- 
proved. There has been a rapid concentra- 


ing the last few days not only in Washing- 
ton but throughout the whole country. 
The simplest course before the President 
and Congress is to recognize the indepen- 
dence of the Cubans without unnecessary 
delay, as they have a perfect right to do. 
This policy commits the United States to 
neither side nor any specific mode of action, 
but simply places the two belligerent powers 
on an equal footing. Is that what Congress 
has in view by its action on Monday last? 


_ ARBITRATION FOR RAILROADS. ~ 

The House Committee on Labor has rec- 
ommended the passage of a bill, introduced 
by Congressman Grosvenor, for arbitra- 
tion between railways engaged in inter- 
state commerce and their employés. The 
measure meets with the approval of the 
railway labor organizations, and the com- 
panies do not seem to have any objection 
to it. Therefore it is likely to pass if the 
House and Senate can find time to con- 
sider it. 


The bill sets out by declaring that all 
wages paid to railway employés shall be 
“reasonable and just.” Nobody can take 
exception to that. Then the bill goes on to 
provide that if there is a disagreement be- 
tween a road and its employés over what 
are “reasonable and just” wages or over 
any other question the chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce commission and the 
Commissioner of Labor are to act as medi- 
ators and endeavor to settle the .contro- 
versy. |

The new primary election law was dis- 
cussed at a meeting of politicians and of 
“ reformers day before yesterday. There 
were some enthusiastic statements as to 
what it was going to accomplish, but they 
were qualified by some wise reservations. 

Thus Judge Payne declared the new law 
ushers in a sort of “ political millennium ” 
and that it “sounds the death-knell of 
tyranny among party leaders and means 
that the majority is to rule.” Then he 
added, quite sensibly, that the passage of 
the law means little,” and that everything 
depends on its enforcement and the readi- 
ness of the people to avail themselves of it. 

Judge Carter is of the opinion that the 
law “ will compel parties to nominate good 
men for candidates ’—unless the people do 
not take the trouble to go to the primaries. 
In that ease there will be little if any 


There was a difference of opinion at the 
meeting as to the effect thé new law will 
have on “ independent movements.” Judge 
Payne thinks it may “sound their death- 
knell.” Mr, Franklin MacVeagh thought 
the law would tighten the party lines and 
make independent movements impossible. 
That does not grieve him, for— 

I have been convinced that under no circum- 
stances are independent movements desirable. 
They have never won a victory and we can expect 
no help from them. Not one of these so-called in- 
dependent movements started here ever succeed- 


ed. More good effort has been expended unneces- 
sarily on them than on any other fad. 


This stirred up Mr. John W. Ela, who de- 

clared that the new primary ejection law 
was the result of the independent citizens’ 
movement and that the fear of such move- 
ments in the future would be the means 
of enforcing the law. 
. To the extent that the new law operates 
to improve the quality of party nominations 
the inclination to indulge in “ independent ” 
demonstrations will be checked. But no 
matter how good the regular nominees may 
be, or how fairly they were nominated, there 
will on some occasions be dissatisfied in- 
dividuals who will swear that the party 
is in the hands of bosses and that they 
must be “ smashed ” by the defeat of their 
candidates. Political crankery will not 
be killed by the purest of primaries. 

If the new law does not have any pereepti- 
ble effect, then independent movements may 
be more fashionable than ever for a time. 
Therefore it is most desirable, as was 
stated at the mecting, that citizens should 
be told fully and at once what the new 
law enables them to do. If that is not 
done they will not go to the primaries any 
more than they do now. : :

Many people have wondered why Mr. 
Bryan and politicians of his stripe so per- 
sistently deny that prosperity has returned 
when the evidences of prosperity are on 
every hand and cannot be mistaken. It 
might be possible to deny with some plaus- 
ibility that certain alleged conditions pre- 
vail at Klondike, but to deny the existence 
of something that is immediately before our 
eyes and which we cannot fail to see and be-

ieee that’s precisely what it is. The evi- 
dences of prosperity are plain as day; they 
are seen in the increased bank clearings, in 
the decrease of business failures, in the 
smoking factory chimneys, in the greater 
employment of labor, in the better prices 
of farm products, in the heavier railway 
freightage, in the enlarged volume of ex- 
ports-—in a thousand ways; in fact, in all 
the ways that prosperity ever makes its 
presence known. 


Mr. Bryan and his supporters shut their 
eyes tightly to all these evidences of im- 
provement, The Bryan movement in politics 
is an essentially hard times movement.

At the meeting of the trustees held on 
n. 28 resolutions were passed calling upon 
the public to take cognizance of the fact

$2,100 
Fight Over the Resolutions. 


It was understood that at yesterday's 
meeting the Kipley crowd would be out 
in force, but the result was disappointing 
to the adherents of the Chief. The anti- 
Kipley faction had a fighting minority, and 
the elaborate resolutions that are said 
to have been ready to be presented if the 
chances were anything like fair for a unan- 
imous passage were not brought forth, but 
instead compromise resolutions were passed, 
which, aside from expressing unbound- 
ed confidence in the Chief, did nothing 
else.

the new court, but a telegram was sent later 
in the da by Judge Clifford which stated 
that he must decline the honor on account of 


the condition of his health and eyesight. 

The new court will meet in Chicago in reg- 
ular session and will have appellate jurisdic- 
tion the same as the original Appellate 
Court. The branch court was created by an 
act of the last General Assembly to relieve 
the First District Judges of some of their 
work. Under the act creating the branch 
court it will sit in all terms at which the 
docket contains more than 250 appealed 
eases. For two or three years this has been 
the situation. The branch court has juris- 
diction exactly similar to that of the original 
Appellate Court. 

Thé assignment of the new court was well 
received by the bench and bar. The appoint- 
ment of Judge Horton relieves a judicial 
tangle that promised to develop some bitter- 
ness of feeling. Judge Horton had declined 
to take up law work and the chancery Judges 
had opposed his efforts to take up chancery 
cases. He is considered especially cornape- 
tent in the new field owing to his long experi- 
ence in chancery cases. He has decided some 
important cases before the Cook County 
courts, and his decisions have been almost 
uniformly sustained by the Supreme Court. 
His decision in the Pacific railway case 
which involved a question of the greatest 
nicety, was affirmed on Monday by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Judge Freeman is at present chancellor 
and has passed on a number of important 
cases 


Judge Shepard announced that he would be 
ready to go to the branch court as soon as 
he received official notification. He has been 
sitting in the Superior Court for a short time 
only, having served several years in the Ap- 
pellate Court. He is well acquainted with the 
reviewing court work and was considered an 
extremely rapid worker as an appellate 
jurist, 

The pressure on the present Appellate 
bench, composed of Judges Adams, Windes, 
and Sears, has been beyond their ability to 
property handle. Within two weeks of the 
new term there are 200 cases on the present 
calendar that have not been reached. Quar- 
ters for the members of the branch court 
have been prepared in the Ashland Block. 

As a result of the selection of three Cook 
County Judges to the new court it ia likely 
that the Supreme Court will be asked to as- 
sign three country Judges to assist in clear- 
ing the dockets of this county.

MANDAMUS TO GET DR. SMITH. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Pearson to 
Try the Law if Governor Stephens 
Will Not Honor a Requisition.

It was a bull day in coarse grain, the 
buying fever in both corn and oats being 
especially pronounced until noon. The posi- 
tion of the bulk of the trade is that on its 
merits oats are entitled to an advance. 
‘Nearly all the commission men report that 
farmers are holding this property and sub- 
stituting corn as an animal food where 
oats have heretofore been used. In corn 
there was a range of %c in the May delivery, 
which closed % higher than on Monday. 
From the start commission houses were the 
best buyers. This trade was led by Bart- 


lett-Frazier and Baldwin-Gurney, They 


did not find offerings particularly liberal 
and were obliged to bid the market up fo 
get what corn they wanted. On the bulge 
the provision crowd unloaded a good deal of 
July corn. As might be expected the higher 
prices attracted considerable profit-taking, 
and at times this disposition to realize had 
a slightly weakening effect. The strorger 
tone in provisions helped corn. Bradstreet’s 
figures made a decrease east of the Rockies 
of 57,000 bu. Patten and Schwartz-Dupee 
Wers among the heavier sellers. In d statis- 
tical way there was not much in the mar- 
ket entitled to consideration. Public ware- 
house stocks are 15,849,000 bu and corn 
afloat 6,216,000 bu. In private warehouses 
the corn stocks are now 5,206,000 bu. Local 
receipts for the day were 512,000 bu and 
shipments 234,000 bu. All primary points 
received 480,000 bu and shipped 576, 00% bu. 
Eastern clearances were reported at 365,000 
bu. Carlots were stronger and in the neigh-

$1.00 bu record in Chicago. The May deliv- 
ery sold at the highest point on the crop, 
99%c. The calls sold on Monday night at 
de to 99%c, and they were reached in the 
first rush at the opening, and were good at 
the close. During the greater part of the 
session the price of May wheat was above 
the privileges. The closing price for May

February wheat was officially quoted 
at $1.00, but sales were talked of at $1.01. 


Chicago May Higher than New York. 


Chicago was higher for May wheat dur'ng 
the greater part of the day than New York. 
Chicago had the distinction of being the 
highest market in the country for May 
wheat, with the exception of St. Louis. That 
market touched a shade above $1.00 a bushel. 
The news was not such as the fluctuations 
and the sharp advance in prices might sug- 
gest. Liverpool lost a great part of the 
previous day’s remarkable advance on spot 
wheat, and advanced d ‘to %d on futures. 
Antwerp was up 12% centimes and Paris as 
slightly lower in some positions and higher 
in others. The area of wheat in France was 
reported to be considerably greater than a 
year ago and two years ago, with the condi- 
tion good. The receipts of wheat at Liver- 
pool are light and there were further refer- 
ences to reduce estimates of Argentine sur- 
plus. Exports were liberal at 454,000 bu, 
Newport News alone clearing 60,000 bris of 
flour. According to a New York dispatch 
the Lehigh Valley railroad company is under 
contract tot fer 2,000,000 bu of the Leiter 
wheat. While the crowd was decidedly 
nervous over the moving of the Leiter wheat 
nothing new developed as to freight engage- 
ments. The available supply decreased 524. 
000 bu, against the decrease last year of 
2,925,000. bu. Provisions were strong, corn 
higher, and the speculative surroundings of 
the market were bullish. During the latter 
part of the day there were rumors of ex. 
tensive seaboard and local export sales, and 
New York finally confirmed the business of 
30 loads, including 100,000 bu of red winter 
wheat to Lisbon. The local cash market 
was steady on receipt of 78 cars. No. 2 red 
wheat sold 10 to 2c over May price, free on 
board, and No. 1 Northern sold at 99%.

As the nomination papers 
must be filed at least fifteen days before the 
election the latest, possible date for the 
primaries for the Aldermanic and town elec- 
tions. of April 5 is March 18 next. 

Among the things which must be included 
in the call are a description of the various 
and the names 

judges and clerks, as well as the gumber 

of delegates from each district. 
The committees are instructed that they 
must choose the. judges and clerks of the 
> primaries from the regular election judges 
and clerks, but have the right to name those 
of their own party, and in case there are 
not enough of these on the lists they may 
recommend others. These recommendations 
of new men, however, must be made at least 
fifteen days before the primary. 


Hits Republican Organization. 

The rule that the Central committee shall 
call all the primaries will revolutionize the 
Republican organization in Cook County. 
Under the present constitution of the party 
there are now a county committee to call 
county conventions, a city committee for 
city conventions, and so on through the long 

list of town, ward, Senatorial, and Con- 
gressional committees, each with its par- 
‘ticular function. All the minor committees 
must, under this ruling, go out of existence 
se far as having anything to do is con- 


It is possible that for the city convention, 
which will be called to nominate candidates 
for Mayor and other city officers next 
spring, the City committee, of which Martin 
B. Madden is chairman, will be allowed to 
act, but that is about as far as the law can be 

When reminded that there was nothing in 
the instructions as to whether a new con- 
vention should be called in the North Town 
Jucge Carter replied: 

I said nothing about it because it was 
not a subject properly before me. 
my own opinion in the matter, but do not 
care to express it, as it may come before me 
in a judicial capacity. 

Judge Carter, representing the Election 
board, had a conference with the Mayor 
during the day in an effort to have the ap- 

- propriation of the Election board increased.

ROCK ISLAND STOCKHOLDERS AP- 
PROVE THE REFUNDING PLAN. 


President Cable States That an Agree- 
ment Has Been Made for the Sale of 
$52,000,000 of the General Mortgage 
Gold Bonds—Authorized Issue $100,- 
000,000—Nickel-Piate Seeks to Run 
into Van Buren Street Depot—Mardi 
Gras Rates. | 


Stockholders of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific company held a special meeting 
in this city yesterday to act upon the recom- 
mendation of the directors for the refunding 
of the company’s bonded indebtedness at a 
lower rate of interest. Seventy-six per cent 
of the stock was represented, and was unan- 
Imously voted in favor of the directors’ 
proposition. The directors will proceed at 
once to carry their refunding plan into ef- 


Regarding the issue of new general mort- 
gage 4 per cent, ninety-year gold bonds, 
President Cable states that am agreement 
has been made with Speyer & Co. of New 
York for the sale of about $52,000,000 of such 
bonds to be issued for the purpose of retir- 
ing $40,712,000 5 per cent first mortgage ex- 
tension and collateral bonds; 54.500.000 5 per 
cent debenture bonds, and $5,000,000 7 per 
cent Chicago and Southeastern railway com- 
pany first mortgage bonds, due Nov 1, 1899. 


Authorized Issue 8100, 000, 00. 
The bonds so sold are part of an authorized 
issue for an aggregate principal sum of 
$100,000,000 to be made by the Rock Island 
company, dated, Jan. 1, 1898, payable Jan. 
1, 1988. The remainder of the new bonds 
authorized are to be issued hereafter as 
specified in the mortgage, and are to bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed 5 per cent 
per annum, payable semi-annually. 

By the proposed plan of refunding the com- 
pany’s annual interest charges will be re- 
duced by the retirement of the 5 per cent 
first mortgage, extension, and collateral 
bonds, the 5 per cent debenture bonds, and 
the Chicago and Southwestern 7 per cent

At present the Nickel-Plate occupies an un- 
pretentious temporary statfon at 
street viaduct and Clark street, a location 
where cats and dogs bid each other good- 
by forever, and to reach which one of the 
most dangerous districts of the city nus 
to be traversed. When this station was 
built the Nickel-Plate was running only 
local day trains, but since it has put on 
first class through trains between Chicago 
and Buffalo, the road’s business has severe- 
ly suffered, owing to the poor location of its 
passenger station. 
Final arrangements for the transfer of the 
Nickel-Plate's trains from Twelfth Street 
Viaduct Stat ian to the Van Buren Street Sta- 
tion have not yet been concluded, but there 
is little doubt that the change will be made 
within the next two weeks.

Under the circumstances it will not be pos- 
sible for the Illinois Central to maintain a 
round trip rate between Chicago and New 
Orleans of $25. A rate will probably be 
made to correspond with the Mobile rate, 
which would make the New Orleans rate 
$19.50 for the round trip. 


Fight Against a Railroad Boycott 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 15.—The Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf railroad has se- 
cured, through Judge Phillips of the United 
States Circuit Court, a temporary order re- 
straining the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railway from enforcing its boycott against 
the former road. The boycottewas to have 
gone into effect today. The order will be ef- 
fective till the 19th instant. This is the 
first legal step taken by the Pittsburg and 
Gulf to fight the Southwestern roads who 
gave notice recently that they would refuse 
to accept or deliver freight to the com- 
plainant road at Texas points, because of 
its refusal to enter the Southwestern Traffic 
bureau. Each of the eleven railroad and 
steamship lines, who announced the boy- 
cott, gave the Pittsburg and Gulf road from 
ten to thirty days’ notice.

DAY OF KING CORN. 


Convention to Boom the Cereal 
Meets This Afternoon. 


200 DELEGATES TO COME. 


Plans Include a Display of Vari- 
ous Cooked Products. 


TO REVIVE INTEREST HERE. 


The first corn convention” ever held in 
the United States will begin its labors this 
afternoon at the Great Northern Hotel. 
Delegates from all the great corn growing 
States will be present. The object of the con- 
vention is to further the knowledge both at 
home and abroad of the utility of this cereal 
as an article of food and to show the other 
uses to which it may be put. 
The Governors of Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
and Nebraska have appointed delegates to 
represent these States at the convention, 
The Boards of Agriculture of Illinois, Indi- 
ana, and Kansas will also have representa- 
tives. Delegates will also attend from the 
government experiment stations and the 
State universities of many of the Western 
States. At least 200 delegates in all are ex- 
pected to be present. It is probable that F. 
D. Coburn, who is called the prosperity 
statistician of Kansas, will be asked to pre- 
side over the convention. 

Arrangements have been made for a prac- 
tical demonstration of the value of corn as 
an article of food. A free corn exhibition 
will be conducted at 24 Washington street, 
There corn products of every kind will be 
served in tempting style. The cooking will 
be done by chefs. Samples of corn bread 
will be served as well as crackers and other 


European Demand Increasing. 
The use of corn as an article of food in 
the United States has steadily deteriorated 
since ‘the war and the corn growers are de- 
termined to revive interest in the cereal. 
The demand from abroad has increased for 
several years owing to the efforts made 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
Still. it is hardly known abroad, 
where, if its merits were understood, mil- 
lions of bushels would be sold. 

J. J. Murphy of this city presents some 
interesting information as to the 
Mr. Murphy says that t 
troduction of corn abroad was due to a great 
extent to the labors of his father, Charles 
Murphy’s attention was 
first called to the value of corn by ex-Mayor 
Hewitt of New York, who was Congress- 
man in 1878. Mr. Hewitt urged the govern- 
ment to appropriate $100,000 for a corn dis- 
play at the Paris exposition of that year 
with the object of showing the value of corn 
as an article of human food. But Congress 
would not listen to the appeal and the op- 
In 1887 another attempt 
was made to secure representation at the 
American exposition in London, but Con- 
gress refused to respond. Nebraska finally 
made a small exhibit at the Edinburg expost- 
tion in 1890 and considerable trade resulted. 
Official recognition came while Rusk was 
Secretary of the Agricultural department. 
He appointed Mr. Murphy to- represent the 
cereal abroad. 


Mr. Murphy’s Work Abroad. 


Mr. Murphy went to Berlin, where he 
demonstrated to the government the value 
of corn in combination with rye as the army 
bread. The people there had considered 
corn fit only for animals, but since that 
time immense sales have been made yearly to

Mr. Murphy, in closing his argument in 
favor of corn, says: 

No class have a stronger claim to gov- 
ernment support in this way than the seven 
million corn growers of this country. The 
interests to be benefited are so vast and 
so national in scope that it could hardly 
be undertaken by a private firm or indi- 
vidual. Corn is the only ene of our great prcd- 
ucts whose merits are so little known abroad. 
An advance in its price would help every 
interest in the country. 
would add $200,000,000 to the wealth of the 
nation. Southesatern Furope produces but 
little corn, and poor in quality, and the long 
distance from Argentina prevents it from 
being a competitor. Every acre of iand in 
the corn belt would be made more valuable 
by European demand, and it is not an ex- 
aggeration to say that 470,000,000 Europeans 
stand ready to buy our corn when they 
know its virtues. In wheat and other prod- 
ucts we have no special advantage, but we 
challenge the world on corn.“

Refining company jn the Rookery yesterday 
‘to learn more about flourine.“ He asked 
how it was made, and, although he had been 
in the flour business for a score of years 
he was unable to understand the process. 
Afterwards he came to the conclusion that 
the man who told him about it did not in- 
tend that he should. He was shown samples 
of “flourine,” and was astonished to see 
how near to flour the glucose product could 
be made. The only really suspicious thing 
about it- was its extreme whiteness. It 
made ordinary flour appear a dark, dirty 
shade. He was warned not to mix flour- 
ine too freely with flour, but to take it 
easy with a mixture of between 10 and 20 
per cent. The samples of such mixtures 
Were so nearly like flour pure and simple

under the Letter influence sales of flour have 
deen slow. The flour prices did. not follow 
wheat to any great extent, and a large num-. 
ber of mills have been forced out of opera- 
tion in consequence. Many of them have 
tried mixing cornmeal and other crude 
preparations of corn with their wheat flour 
to produce an article which could be sold at 
the price of the lower grades of flour. Much 
dt the so-called flour now being sold through 
the South is said to contain a mixture of 
cornmeal in some shape. It was not until 
flourine discovered that the prob- 
lem was solved of adulterating flour in a 


rf 25 to 50 cents a barrel on their output of 
mixed goods, without carrying the propor- 
tion to so high a range as to cause suspicion. 

The glucose trust is fearful that the Pure 
Food Commissioners of the Western States 
Will make an attempt to keep its flourine ”’ 
out of the market as a food adulteration, 

and this is one reason the officials are so 
‘reticent about giving out particulars. Ev- 
erything ending with ine is barred out 
of most of the States, in theory at least, and 
prosecutions are not to the liking of the glu- 
cose people.
